SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires each local education agency (LEA) to provide
feminine hygiene products, at no charge, in all women’s and girl’s bathrooms and locker rooms
in public high schools that are eligible to participate in the community eligibility provision
under the national school lunch program pursuant to 42 U.S.C. § 1759. Excludes any
bathrooms and locker rooms specifically designated for teacher or staff use. Requires that the
feminine hygiene products are for student use only.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase Local Expenditures — Exceeds $2,700,000*
Assumptions:

e There are 302 high schools in Tennessee and it is estimated that 250 high schools qualify
for the community eligibility program.

e There are 280,370 students in grades 9-12 and it is estimated that at least 200,000 attend
the 250 eligible high schools.

e |tis assumed that 50 percent or 100,000 of the students in grades 9-12 are female
(200,000 x 50%).

e Consumption will be at least $27 of feminine hygiene products per female per year.

e The total recurring increase in local expenditures is estimated to exceed $2,700,000
(100,000 x $27).

*Article 11, Section 24 of the Tennessee Constitution provides that: no law of general application shall impose increased
expenditure requirements on cities or counties unless the General Assembly shall provide that the state share in the cost
